The invention III has a separate utility such as registering primary domain 
names. The intention IV has a separate utility such as domain name arranged in a tree 
structure. The invention V has another separate utility such as domain name having a 
top level component and a second level domain component. The invention VI on the 
other hand has a separate utility such as to registry system having a resource to 
indicate the existence of non-unique domain name with addition distinguishing 
qualifiers. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
